Although my new ship was almost | 
brand new and fitted with every im- 
provement thatthe science of modern | 
warfare could sı st, she was hardly 
the sort of craft that one would choose | 
to go a trip of eleven thousand miles 
in. In fact, she did not aspire to being | 
called a ship at all, being 120ft. long 
and 12ft. broad, with only 5ft. draught 
of water. Our crew consisted of 
eighteen officers and men, al! told; the 
otlicers being a lieutenant, sub- 
lieutenant, and gunner, and the men 
consisting uf two enginò-room arti- 
ficers, seven stokers, and six potty 
officers and seainen, Quite enough 
people, too, for so small a craft, but we 
could hardly have done with less, as 
there was more work tu do in her than 
would appear at first sight. ‘The 
officers’ cabin and store-room were right 
aft, then came a torpedo-gun store 
room, and then the stokehole and 
enyine-room, ‘ihe engines were triple 
expansion and ve T powerful, being 
pable of driving t e boat twenty-two 
knots an hour ; and be 


fore the stoke- 
hole, which, together with theengine- 
room, took up half the length of the boat, 
tame the seamen’s quarters and the 
tonning towe nd right forward of 
all, in the bows, was the tube for dis- 
charging our torpedoes. ‘There was 


of the cruiser at a high speed, when all 
of a sudden we heard a shout and felt 
the engines being suddenly thrown 
back to full speed astern, Of course, 
every one was on deck in a moment, 
when we found that the third hand of 
the watch, who had been at work about 
something right aft, had overbalanced 
himself over the rail and tallen into 
the water. He was already far astern, 
but the day being beautif clear and 
the sea as smooth as glase, there was 
no difficulty in keeping him in sight. 
The officer of the watch 

already put the boat again at slow 
ahead and the helm hard over, 
so as to steer her back alongside 
him, and every one knowing the man 
was a good swimmer, was laughing at 
the mishap, when suddenly we espied, 
about fifty yards from him, on the sur- 
face of the water, a large black fin.

boat whilst at sea rendered walking 
impossible, and all < ne thought of then 
Was bow to keepstill. . 

"bere was another boat besides our- 
selves bound on the same journey, and 


we were both under the orders of a small 
erviser which had been told off 
to convoy ns out to China, It 
was about the last week in Feb- 
ruary when we left Plymouth, and 
mace our way round to Falmouth, to 


place ourselves under the orders of the 
captain of the cruiser, which was then 
Wailing for us. Wo all stayed there 
for three days so as to let the sea, 
which bad been very rough through 
the effecta of a recent gale, settle 
down a bit, and at daybreak, on a grey 
calm Sunday morning, we 8 eamed out 
of the little bay with the cruiser ahead 
of us, and we two boats formed astern 
of ber, one on each quarter. We found 
the first day of our voyage fairly easy 
going, as the sea had rocked itself to 
sleep, and, but for a long smooth un- 
dulating swell that was running in 
from the Atlantic, we might as well 
have been on a duck pond. We were 
lucky, indeed, to get such weather at 
this time of year, and we accordingly 
took full advantage of it by pushing on 
at the rate of about fifteen knots. 
which was the utmost the cruiser 
could go at for any length of time. 
We bad this lovely weather for nearly 
two days, and as long as it lasted life 
on board our little ship was quite de- 
lightful, and a very welcome change to 
the monotony of an ordinary man-of- 
War. 

Such a state of things, though, was 
Doi fated to last long, for at about two 
o'clock during the second night at sea 
the wind began to freshen up from the 
norih-eastward, and by daybreak the 
sea had become badenough to make our 
lives on board a perfect misery. Noone 
who has never experienced the motion 
of a torpedo boat in a rough sea can 


imagine what our sufferings were. 
Certainly. they were aggravated by the 
fact that it wa: our first experience of 


it. but you may imagine what it was like 
when | tell you that not only myself 
but several other men b-sides, went 
nearly crazy through the dreadful 
ordeal. ‘The rolling and pitching wer 
far more violent than could possibly 
be experienced ona ship, and, to add 
to our misery, the boat was flooded 
every mir with the seas that broke 
right over her. Still we sped on, for 
the wind and seas were behind us, 
and the oniy thing to do, unless they 
got too rough, was to run away from 
them as quickly as possible. We at 
last battensd down fore and aft, so 
that the only sh-iter we could go to 
was the stokehole, whera we, at any 
rate, found warmth, and a hed of dry 
coals was far better than a wet deck. 
We had intended running straigh 
down to Gibraltar, but the captain 
of the cruiser determined to put into 
Vigo for shelter until the sea had gone 
down a bit and to giveusa chance ot 
recovering ourselves and coaling and 
watering the twat. Jt was a lucky 
thing that the wind was not from the 
opposite quarter, or wo should have 
had the tuil force of the Atlantic 
Ocean on us, and we might then have 
bad real cause to grumble. As it was, 
we had only been made very seasick, 
and hed the poor satisfaction of learn-

Suez Canal, and here we found an 
enormous number of steamers a waiting 
their turn to be taken through. We 
being so small, though, were allowe: 
to go through at once, and did it in 
fine style, going at our full speed « 
twenty-one knote, and exciting the 
greatest interest amongst the passen- 
vers and crews of the steamers passing 
turough, as we dashed past them We 
were only about half-way through 
wl darkness came on, but our power- 
fulacarch light, throwing its dazzling 
ot ıt ahead, enabled us to

The sight of what had just 
passed beneath our cycs almost 
stupefied us, and 1 don't think a 
seal ón board of us could speak for 
many seconds. We stayed near the 
red patch on the water which marked 
the place where our poor shipmate had 
been for some time, but no trace of his 
body could be sven, and at last, with 
feelings of sadness and horror, we 
obeyed the signal from the cruiser to 
follow her, and eped away from the 
accursed spot. 

Wecoaled at Perim,and after a short 
runarrived at Aden, where westayed a 
few days to get a rest and prepare our- 
selves for our lo! trip across the 
Indian Ocean. Although the N.E. 
monsoon, which blows continuously 
from October till March in these lati- 
tudes, hadneariy gone, we knew we 
must prepare ourselves for a rather 
rough journey, and, besides that, we 
had to go through the discomfort of 
being towed by the cruiser, owing to 
our supply of coal not permitting us 
to do such a longrun by ourselves. The 
weather, too, had become most dread- 
fully hot, and altogether we were 
begining to feel very sick and tired of 
our cramped quarters,but Jack is never 
happy unless he has something to growl 
at, and, after all, our oflicers, who, by 
the way, were no more comfortably off 
than we were ourselves, did all they 
could to make things easy. Westayed 
at Aden about a week altogether, and 
one fine morning, just before Old Sol 
rose above the horizon,and began his 
daily frizzle, the cruiser steamed cut 
of harbour, with the two boats in tow, 
and their crews lying down and en- 
joying themselves at thegame of doing 
nothing beneath the cool shade of a 
xood thick awning.

Then comes 
a more dificult matter, the cleansing out all 
trace of the lime, which, if left in, will rot the 
paper; this is done by successive washings of 
pure clean water, constantly passing over the 
engraving in the dish. Next .the engraving 
should be placed ina vory weak solution of 
isinglass, which, if you like the paper to be 
tinted, you should have previously coloured 
to your taste with cofee grounds which gives 
the best yellow tint to the paper. After this 
the engravings are to be dried between shee s 
of white blotting paper, either in a press or 
undera suiliciently large beavy book. ‘The 
last process with a view to restore the gloss 
is to iron the face of the engr ving witha flat 
iron, but you must place a clean smooth she t 
of white paper between ths iron and tho 
engraving. All this way sound very simple, but 
it is only when you see the soft spongy sheet 
you have to deal with, which the le: thing 
will tear, that you will know the difliculties 
of the task.

FRAUD ON MESSRS. BARING. 


At the Central Criminal Court, on Thurs- 
day, beforo the Recorder, Alex Brown, 48, 
Jean Baptiste Flobert, 44, and Ernest Rathier, 
53, agent, were indicted for conspiracy to 
steal £200, the money of Messrs. 
Brothers, bankers, under the pretence of 
helping Mr. Francis Artesanito recovercertain 
stolen securities. Mr. Besley prosecuted. 
In 1883, Messrs. Baring Brothers were holding 
105 North and South Alabama Railway bonds, 
of the value of 1,000dols. and a Chilian note 
for £1,000, contained in a parcel, which 
mysteriously disappeared in March of the 
same year. From time to time since that 
date it appears tho prisoner Brown had 
entered into correspondence with Mr. Arte- 
sani, who was the head of the Spanish depart- 
ment of Messre. Baring Brotbers, and repre- 
sented to him that upon the payment of a con- 
siderable sum of money the prisoner Brown 
could lay hands on the stolen securities. Acting 
on the instructions of the police, negotiations 
were opened with Brown, and the sum of 
£200 paid forthe purpose of the restitution of 
the bonds. Inthe result, the police arrested 
the three men. Brown denied any intention 
of committing fraud. At the police station 
Flobert remarked, * You were too quick, or 
you would have had the bonds.—The jury 
convicted the prisoners. Flobert, who was 
stated to bo the principal in tho fraud, was 
sentenced to seven, and Rattier and Brown to 
five years’ penal servitude. 


POISONED ARROWS. 7 

Mr. Surgeon Parke, speaking at a meeting 
of the Pharmaceutical Society, gave a de- 
tailed description of the arrow-poison em- 
played by tho Pigmies in Central Africa 
with such fatal results in their encounters 
with the Stanley Expedition.

THE CORONERS AND THE COUNTY 
COUNCIL. 

At the conclusion of an inquest at Wands- 
worth, on the 4th inst., the coroner, Mr. A. 
Braxton Hicks, remarked that it was tho 
first inquest held in the Wandsworth district 
at which jurymen had not received fees. lt 
might be a question whether, after forty 
years, the action taken by the County Council 
was wise or not, but he very much questioned 
whether it would prove as beneficial as the 
council imagined. Tho new order did not 
only affect the jury, but also the coroner and 
his officer, the fees which the magistrates 
allowed having been cut down. If the oficer 
did not receive adequate payment for his 
services it affected the public, because he 
could not get sufficient information to place 
before the coroner at the inquiries, and that 
would necessitate inquests being adjourned 
from time to time until the information was 
obtained. He (Mr. Hicks) had, together with 
his brother coroners, appealed to the council, 
but they had ref to alter their order, 
and therefore hə should have to leave 
the matter in tho hands of the 
public for that was all they could 
do. The council said that the coroners 
if they required information could go 
themselves and obtain it. The law said, how- 
ever, that a coroner shall not make inquiries 

reonally. So far as he was concerned, ho 

id not intend to make any such inquiries, 
as it was contrary to law and practice. Then, 
as to the pa; nt for places where inquests 
were held; the amounts that previously went 
to the parish would be withheld, and the 
publicans who were already heavily taxed 
were expected to afford rooms for much loss 
than was fair and reasonable.

After the inquest Mrs. Strachan de- 
sirvus of retaining this mementoof her lost 
husband and son, and having it restored, took |

lace if it would be possible for a watch that | 
nad been imamereed in the water for five 
weeks to be put in working order again.

In England he dil not believe they 
had lost one vote by Mr. Parnell’s un- 
patriotic action, for all Gladstonite voters 
were now thorough-going Home Kulers. For 
the people of Ireland, he was not sure they 
would not benetit very largely by the aboli 
tion of the dictatorship which stifled their 
voice and action. He believed that 
at the general election the Gladstonites 
would win in the north outside of 
Lancashire, would win inthe midlands, and im- 

rove their position in the west of England. 

He doubted very much whetherthey wouldgain 
in the home counties, where thesquire and the 
parson drove the labourers to the poll like 
sheep. It was, therefore, imperative that they 
should do well in London, and to succeed there 
it would be necessary to fight on a programme 
that would commend itself to the ratepayers. 
The programme he would suggest was the 
following:—Fuller powers to the County 
Council, the taxation of ground rents and 
unoccupied land, and the equalisation of 
rates As forthe country generally Home Rule 
no doubt, blocked the way, and there 
would a second election owing to 
the action of the House of Lords, who would, 
however, be overwhelmed by the popular vote, 
and if they persisted would be swamped by the 
creation of Gladstonite peers. Still, the 
Radicals would press for great reforms in the 
levislative machinery of the country, acknow- 
ledgment of the principle of one man one 
vote, and a residential franchise and the pag- 
ment of members,
